In about 19UU CHalSERS was appointed Foreign News Editor, pro tarn, of Til® 
Uagazine, at the time whan JOHN OSBORNE, the Foreign Naws Editor of TIME, 
was ssnt to Europe. 3ometime subsequent to 19Wi, CHAMBERS vjas made the 
Foreign New3 Editor of TILE. Tlhen CHAMBERS becann acting Editor and later 
Editor of tne Foreign News Section of TIME, he stated, a group of foreign 
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corresponSKts for TIMS abroad formed an iSBrmal organization called a 
"round robin" in opposition to CHA1BERS. Most or all of this group of 
foreign correspondents were identified by CHAMBERS vath tho "pro-left" 
element in the TIME organization. This "round robin" consisted of the 
following individuals; 

CHARLES CHRISTIAN "SERTSNBuKER , former Editor of the Foreign News 
Department of TIME, and the Fronch Correspondent for TIES, whose 
third wife was LAEL LAIRD, suspected member of the Commiinist 
Party and of the Spanish Underground* 

JOKlJSjgBCRNE, TIMS correspondent in various countries of Europe • 

JOKW^SCOTT, TIIE correspondent in Berlin. 

T2DD^SJIHTS, TBS correspondent in Chungking. 

* RICHARIT^AUTERBACH, TIJE correspondent in Moscow and author 
of Russians Are People"; also one of the editors of the maga- 
zine "Twice A Year". 

CHAMBERS 3tated that the above fivo individuals, generally referred to 
as -oho "round robin", sent joint cables critical of CHAMBERS, to HENRY 
' LUCM, Editor-in-Chiof of ?TM* CHAMBERS presumes that probably the 
ca'oles woro actually sent to LUCE from France by VffiRTENBAKER, who would 
sign the cables by pro-arrangcrr^nt for all five of the individuals* 
CHfllSERS learned of this "round robin" in opposition to him through hcarsa: 
from his friends in the TIM3 organization, CH»J.BERS never kne?r the con- 
torts of the cables dispatched to LUGS by this group ^ as these cables 
were never officially brought to his attention, However, the cables 
rrero unsuccessful in dislodging CHAMBERS as Editor of the Foreign 
News Section of TILffi*

By letter dated October 25, I9h9> the Bureau requested that CHAMBiiRS 
bo reinterviewed for all detailed information in his possession 
concerning subject and his associates ♦ VJhen CHAMBERS was reinterviewod 
on November 1, 19h9? by Special Agent FRANK A. STANTON and the writer, 
he furnished the follov/ing information t 

WffiTEM&KER originated in the Stato of Virginia. His uncle, first 
name unknown, is a former Professor of History at Princ3ton University, 
where subject probably graduated, and this uncle is considered one 
of the top historians in tho United States at the present time, 
being especially expert in early American history, CHAIIBERS is of 
tho opinion that RALPH McALLISTER INGERSOLL first brought VJERT3NBAKER 
into tho THE Magazine organization at tho time whon INOKRSOLL was 
publisher or Editor-in-Chief of TIME, during the period 1935-1939.

CHAMBERS first met WERTENBAKER in 1939 at the beginning of CHAMBERS' 
employment with TIME, or possibly a year later, at which time 
7GRTENBAKER was writing and editing the Press Section of flME 
Magazine, WERTENBAKER is very intelligent and a very good writer, 
having written several novels, one of which CHAMBERS recalled under 
the name "Bougam" (phonetic). 

CHAMBERS believes that WHITEIJBAKER left the TII/E organization for a 
short period in about 19^0 or 19U1 but later returned and was made 
Editor of the Foreign News Section , During WERTENBAKER » 3 term a3 
Editor of the Foreign News Section of TIME, he exhibited in his 
editing a very friendly attitude toward the Soviet Union, but this 
was not particularly unusual at the time because the national attitude 
was one of friendliness toward the Soviet Union, 



After about two years as Editor of the Foreign News Section, YGRTEHBAKER 
went to Europe as a foreign correspondent for TIME. He possibly 
served in the London Bureau but definitely ^erved for a time in the 
Berlin Bureau during the period v/hen-3TEPKE!^AIRD r:as head of the 
Borli/i 3ureau. In Berlin, vVSRTENBAKER met STEPHEM&toPJ'fl wife, nee 
IiAiSt^PCKEB, for the first time or became mbro closoiy acquainted 
with her. Some time later, probably after 17arld Yfer II, VffiRTENEAKER 
was head of the Paris Bureau of Tliffi, at which time both STEPHEN 
L/»JRD and his wife, LAEL, were also attached in some way to the 
Paris Bureau, In a rather sudden manner, which caused some- "blow-up" 
Li the TIME organization, LAEL TUCKER divorced STEPHEN LAIRD and 
married WERTENBAKER . STEPHEN LAIRD, who had beon an employee of 
TIME for quite a period, returned shortly thereafter to the United 
States and continued employment with TIME Magazine, Sometime after 
his return to the United States, STEPHEN LAIRD fell down an elevator 
shaft and was seriously injured, in New York City, an incident which i 
hearsay frequently characterized as an attempted suicide. In about 
19ii5> STEPHEN LAIRD was discharged by TIME and was last known by 
CHAMBERS to be employed by the Columbia Broadcasting System in 
Berlin, probably as a news commentator, CHAMBERS characterized 
STEPHEN LAIRD as an avowed Communist and, although he has no proof, 
believes that LAEL TUCKER is probably a card-carrying member of the 
Conmunxst Party,

In the middle 19^0' s, LAEL TUCKER had a sister, first name unknown, 
whov*\s also employed by TIMS Magazine in New York City, and who did 
considerable research work for CHAMBERS. At first, CHAMBERS did 
not consider this sistor of LAEL TUCKERS as being a Communist, 
but later changed his opinion for the following reasons, Dr, GERALD 
-*-TODT,a forncr professor at tho Uni varsity of Pennsylvania^' had 
soma disagreement with tho University officials and was discharged 
or at least left tho employ of the University of Pennsylvania, 
Dr, 7/ENDT was a 3ciontist of somo kind and was employed by TIME 
Maga2ino to adviso tho science writers of TILS regarding scientific 
matters, Dr, ITSNDT was supposed to bo a specialist popularizing 
science by writing on the subject in rather simple terminology 
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readily understandable to the layman. CHAifflERS mot Dr. YffiNDT and 
reached the conclusion that if VfZNDT was not a Communist, ho was 
at least extremely sympathetic to Communism. Subsequently, LA1IL 
LAIRD's sister became very friendly with Dr. YI2NDT, who was uvontually 
discharged by TIME. Eventually LAEL lAIRD's sister loft the TIME 
organization and is presently believed to bo employed by the 
"Scientific American" * 

Subject WERTEJfflAKER remained as head of the TIMS Bureau in Paris 
for somo time after the above marriage, 7JERTENBAKER cabled an 
excellent story on the liberation of France at the time that event 
occurred, aQd CH/U3ERS printed the cabled story in TEE, practically 
verbatim, (During the period following the war, W2RTENEAKER remained 
in France in the employ of TILE and according to CHAMBERS, (l veered 
more and more to the left". CUMBERS stated that he judged such 
a political trend on the part of YfERTENBAKER by the cables which 
subject sent into TIKE, which cables also indicated to CHAE3ER3 that 
YJERTENBAKER had some contact with the Spanish Underground or resistence 
group. It is CHAMBERS* belief that probably VJffiTENRiKER's contact 
with the Spanish Underground vas through his wife, LAEL TUCKER. 
On one occasion following the war, ViERTEMBAKER'was authorized to 
make a trip to Spain in an effort to contact the Spanish Urrierground. 
CHAMBERS stated that TffiRTErBAKEK made such a trip and related the 

incident to explain that "^ERJ^^ 

J^B.l.OWra to jgati, :Mi Jtpuch^^ in Spain.' 

However, from Paris v/ERTSIIBAKER continuod"'io"send^cabies to TILE in" 
New York, containing information regarding internal conditions in 
Spain which CHAMBERS felt vSRTSHEAKCR could not have obtained from 
any other source than the Spanish Underground.) 

About Christmas, 19U7, YfERTENBAKSR was discharged by TESE because of 
laziness and because subjects work had deteriorated miserably 
following the war. 

T/ERTEN3AKER was associated in Paris with what was called the 
^ x 3S^§^^3^3a circle", and ras generally considered quite a 
"roan about town 11 . Vihilo mTSRTEN3AKER was still head of the Paris 
Bureau of TIME, HELUNGVAY divorced his wife, LLtflTHS^GELLHORN, a^ 
writer for Collier's Magazine, and married an employee of the 
Paris Bureau of THE, CHiEBERS stated that he considered at that time 
that HEMBKJSLY«s sympathies wore "far to the left". Since his dis- 
charge, CHAMBERS has heard, Y/ERTENBAKER has continued to reside with 
his wife, LAEL, in Franco. In fact, CHAMBERS has heard a rumor that 
Y/ERTENBAKER has purchased a lighthouse on the southern coast of France 
near the Spanish border, a possible indication of a continued con- 
nection botween :-;ERTENHAKER and the Spanish Underground or resistcnoe 
movement •

)WERTF,NBAKER submitted 
a very vicious story to LIFE Magazine regarding the French author 
ANDRBS£&I«IUUX# CHAMBERS stated that MALRAUX is one of the three 
outstanding writers in France at the present time and is a defected 
Communist who has served as adviser to General DE GAULLE. At LIFE 
Magazine, the story was caught prior to publication, by VJILLIS 
, *^ilUKM. CHAMBERS was consulted regarding the story and advised 
'against' publishing same, but the story was later published in LIFE 
after it had been rewritten. CHAKBERS describes SCKLAMM as the 
former head of the Young Cormunist League in Austria and as former 
editor, before World War I, of the German magazine "Yfeltbuehne", 
in English, "'tforld Stage ». SCHLAtM v/as tried in Moscow by the Soviets 
in about 1929 for extreme right deviationism. He was finally per- 
mitted to leave Russia. SCHLALIM is presently head of the Paris 
Bureau of FORTUNE Magazine. 

(Although he has no proof, CHAMPERS believes that VJERTSNBAKER is 
probably a CommuniWt but he^oubts if subject would ever be a card- 
carrying member of the Contour*! st Party. CHAMB2RS has never received 
any information throWk^hearsay or otherwise indicating that YffiRTENBAKER 
is or ever was engagd\ in Soviet espionage or Communist underground 
activity.]

To advise you that the testimony contained in jr. . * 
Volume 7U» Public Session, dated May 29, 1952, which relates 
to hearings on the Institute of Pacific Relations, has been 
reviewed and compared with information in the Bureau* s files. 

This testimony represents no new and unverified data 
and suggests no investigative leads. 

BACKGROUND : 

The McCarran Committee furnished the Bureau on a 
confidential basis a copy of the stenographic transcript of 
Volume Ikt dated May 29, 1952, which contained the Publio 
Session testimony of the following witnesses:

Upon the completion of the review of this volume, 
it was returned to the McCarran Committee and no copy has been 
maintained in the Bureau's file. The McCarran Committee has 
advised that this Publio Session testimony will soon be printed 
up in pamphlet foxtn for publie release and at that time a copy 
will be obtained for the completion of the Bureau's file. 
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OBSERVATIONS? 

The testimony of General Chenault, who Is now an 
executive In the Civil Air Transport, a commercial fj* 1 ™ 
operating In the Par East, testified concerning indent! which 
occurred in China at or about the time of General Marshall* a 
mission to China in 19U5. which was to bring about a ooalition 
between the nationalists and the Chinese Communists. His 
testimony added weight to the previous testimony to the effect 
that the Marshall mission succeeded only in weakening the 
Nationalists and rescuing the Chinese Communists with the result 
that the Communist government was^ able to assume complete 
oontrol of China, 

The remaining witnesses testified concerning their 
experiences as and with espionage agents and agents for foreign 
principals. Mr. Morris of the McCarran Committee testified 
for the record in general as to the difficulties encountered by 
the McCarran Committee In obtaining admissible proof of agency 
on the part of witnesses who had been identified as Communists 
but who refused to testify to their Communist activities. For 
instance, Bentley and Chambers testified that even though a 
Communist or espionage agent for Russia would deny his agency 
relationship with his principal, one could place absolute 
reliance on the identification of such an agent by someone who 
had at one time acted as his principal or who was his superior. 
The identification of an espionage agent or a Communist by 
another espionage agent or Communist of higher rank could, 
according to these witnesses, be considered absolute truth. 

Volume 7l|, was referred to the Espionage Unit for \ I 
review. As a result of this review it was determined that thi* 
testimony represents no new and unverified information which | 
suggests any investigative leads. One copy of this memorandum I

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B» Espionage AlloaatioTyffedo by WHITTAHT-R CHA/E5RS. 

% JAY DAVID vrirrTi"JtiaKTBrj!B3TS is an American citizen by virtue of hi3 birth 

at Philadelphia, Pennsylvania in 1901. ClluMBBRS associated himself with 
the Communist Party in 192U. The Communist Party is among those organiza- 
tions cited by the United States Attorney General, as coming within the pur- 
view of Executivo Order 9835. In 1925 CHitfBJRS contributed stories to the 
Daily Worker, an Sast Coast Communist newspaper, and shortly thereafter be- 
came a full-time employee of that paper, later becoming editor* In 1929 
CHAMBERS was forced out of the editorship of the Daily Worker because of his 
opposition to the STALINIST tactics within the Party. CHAMK2RS still con- 
sidered himself a Communist after this time, but found out that other mem- 
bers of the Party would have nothing to do with him. From 1929 to 1932 
CHAMBERS » chief employment was translating into pjglish from the German and 
French languages. In 1930 or 1931 ho wrote several stories which were 
published in "Now Masses." (The House Committee on Un-American Activities 
in its report dated March 29, 19W», Pa^os U8 and 75 identified 'flew Masses" 
as "a nationally circulated weekly journal of the Coranunist Party.") 
CHAMBERS made peace with the Communist Party in 1932 and subsequently bo- 
came editor of the "New Masses", a position ho hold for some months. 

At tho request of Communist Party leader MAX 31)/ CFT, CHAMkSRS agreod to go 
into underground work for tho Cojwnunist Party and thereupon severed all 
open connections with the Party. Lata in 193U CHAMPERS moved to Baltimore, 
Maryland and his activities in tho Communist Party commenced to center arounc 
Washington, D. C. CHAMBERS acted as a courier in tlw Carauiniat underground, 
where ho made contacts with a Communist Party underground group consisting 
mainly ot various Government employees. The main purpose of this undergrounc* 
Corammist group at this time was to place Communist Party members in key 
Government positions. Incidental to this underground group* s activities, 
CHAMBERS was furnished with classified information from Government rocords 
which CHAMBERS in turn furnished to his ftiasian espionage contact. CH/.MEERS 
broke from the Communist Party in 1938. In 1939 he began his employment 
with "Time" magazine and remained with that magazino until his resignation 
in Decanbar, 19U8 at which time hft was one of the senior editors of the 
magazine. 

On May 10, 19U5 WraTT/JWJTTTHAMBERS wa3 interviewed by Special Agents H.RLAND 
8fJM31 and EDWARD 7. WJMM'.R of the ?Jew York Office of tho Federal Bureau of 
Investigation. In the course of tho interview CH/JiBStlS was questioned as 
to his knowlodgo of the activities of various individuals whoso identity and 
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activities were not readily traceable to underground organizations as auch. 
CFAHF33S at that time furnished the names of some sixteen individuals, 
included among which wes SCXQM2R .'DLER (SOL ADLSR). CHAIRS stated that 
in 193^ he had furnished ADCLPH E. DHLS, Under Secretary of State, the 
names of certain individuals known to hint as comprising a Comrannist Party 
underground group of Government employees. SCHLOMHR /UL'iR (SOL ADLER) was 
listed in this group. He recalled that .J)LKR at that tiine, that is in 1937, 
was an employee of the Treasury Department. 

CHAMBERS recalled that ADLSR had boen in close contact with CHAMBERS' Russif 
contact, Jy^ETSRS, who was identified by CHAMBERS as a Soviet agent and 
acting fctfftd of the Soviet espionage underground movement in the United 
States, It is CHAMKS33' best recollection that J. PETER3 had told him that 
ADLER was writing a weekly report on "Treasury Matters" for the Communist 
Prrty. * UHAMBERS suspected that the Communist Party was playing the stock 
market and was utilizing ADLSR'G financial information and acumen in this 
connection* 

On April 6, 19h9 CHAMBERS reviewed tho notes taken by ADOLPH £. &$1T. in 
September, 1939. From Mr. r^RL".^ original notes under tho heading of 
"Treasury'* appears the following* "SCII.0MJ2t ADLER (3GL ADL-5R?), Counsel's 
Office, sends weekly reports to Coi«nuni3t Party. (General Counsel's Cfflce) w 
CHAMBERS commented concerning SC T JXMS;l ADL3R that ADL^ was always referred 
to as SCHLOMTR and that he did not know his roal name was SOLOMCrt until 
sometime aftar he, CHAMBERS, h*d broken from the Communist Tarty. Also in 
the oarly part of 1939 CHAMBERS advised it was his impression from conversa- 
tions with HAROLD v.'.^E and CHAM'£.*«3 Russian contact that HARRY DEXTi'R WHITJ 
had knowingly given positions in the Treas>py*lDepartjnent to Communists. In 
this connection SOLOMON ADLER and HATOI^SLsSS'SR (7) were specifically re- 
ferred to.

HAROLD «AHB, according to CRAMBRRS, was tho son of ELLA REEV3S &OOR, 
Communist Party leader, and it wa3 R'.TOLD v/.RS who developed the undergrouw 
Canrauniot Party work in V/ashington, D. C. 

Earlier in 19U9 Mr. CHAMBERS had prr.vidad to Special Agents THDMAS G. SPENCI 
and FH/.fJCIS Tf. PLAirfS of the Mow loric Office of the Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation information concerning the operation of what he tcmod espionage 
apparatus A. He stat.-d tint while he had been attempting to make othef .con- 
tacts for the apparatus HaOLD *£.:« had introduced him to one TOB^Sx-edB (8) 
who was very close to HAIRY DEXT.AR WHITE of the Treasury Department. H« 
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rocalled ROBERT CO?. a3 a member of one of the cells of apparatus A, txtt did 
not know in vhioh department of tho Govsroncnt ho worked* COE'S elder 
brother, FRANK COE (9), was at that time an Economics Instructor at Mc Gill 
University in Canada to the best of CH/iMBERS 1 recollection, fjftr^rocalled 
hearing on several occasions from J. PETERS, ABRAHAM GEOET^ILVERM/iN (10)/-' 
flVRRY DEXTER WHITE, and HAROLD WAR15 plans to bring FRANK COJS from Canada 
so that he could bo placed in tho Treasury Department fcy HARRY DEXTSR WHITE. 
It was CHAMBERS understanding that Fa'JIipjSOiS as well as his brother, ROBERT. 
was a member of the pommunist Party. *^ 

CHAMBERS stated that at that time in 1935 HARRY DSXTISR WHITE was the Monetai 
Expert in the Treasury Department, Ho was known to ft'.ROLD WARE and J # 
PETERS as a strong sympathizer of tho Communist Party and was closely tied 
in with the Communist Party through his friendship with ABRAHAM GEORGE 
SILVERMAN. It was CHAMBERS* impression from conversations with H.ROLD WARE 
and J, FBT3SR3 that WHITE had knowingly given positions in the Troasuxy De- 
partment to Communists, particularly to SOLCMON ADLER and Dr. H'ROtD 
GLA5SER. ' 

CHAMBERS stated WARE was of the opinion that HARRY DSXTSR WHITE cculd pro- 
duce some very interesting and valuable material and that ROBERT COE would 
bo the person who would be able to obtain this information from WHITE. 
CHAMBERS brought this matter to P3TER3 1 attention and the latter said it 
was all right to. go ahead and approach WHITE. CH..MF5RS recalled that on at 
least one occaaion CCE did get some documents from Hr'.RRY DEXTER WHTTf, but 
could not rcmembor exactly tho contents * 

CliUIHSfiS recalled also that J. PETHRS had first introduced Mm to ABRA5MI 
GEORGE SILVIRKAM approximately in early 1936. PETERS had informed CHM&IRS 
that he had b^cn experiencing some difficulty in collecting SILVERMAN'S 
Communist Party duos. He had pointed out to CHAMBERS that SILVEfM^tPS 
assignment was to keep in touch with HARRY DEXfSR WHITS whom the apparatus 
considered a possible source of documentary information. PiiTSIS directed 
CHAMEERS to handle SILVERMAN, see he paid his Communist Party dues on time, 
and to definitely mr.ko sure that ho was doing evorytlring possible to keep 
HARTO DrXTiiR WHITE in a "productive frame of mind." CHJMDSRS contacted 
SILVERMAN qyitc often until his broak with the Party in April of 1938, 
although his meetings with SILVERMAN were on no regularly scheduled basis. 

C. Amplification of Espionage Allegations. 

There was set out above a general description of the HATHfJI GREGORY SILVER- 
HASTdl and VICTOR PERLO espionage groups. jSLIZABBTH BEHTL3I named 3c*ne

CHM1BERS stated that whilo ho had no Tactual knowledge that SOLOMON :;DLER 
actually was a Communist Party member he would fool that inasmuch a3 ADL3R 
furnished an individual like J. PETS 15 with confidential information and 
inasmuch as J. PETERS had advised CH/METO that ho had boon in close con- 
tact with SOLCMON ABLER, ha, CHAMBERS, had little doubt that ADLER must 
have been a Communist Party member in order to associate with a man so 
highly placed in the Communist Party.

KAPP stated that CHAI-SERS has always been a mysterious and very 
persuasive individual and that if such a request had been made of him, he 
would probably have complied with no thought* of their being anything wrong. 
He advised that if mail for CHASE or SHERMAN were sent in care of him at 
CHAMBERS request, CHAMBERS himself would have picked it up. KAPP, however, 
could not recall such an incident occurring.

KAPP explained that ho bad no information concerning the nature 
of the letter at that time and he has no knowledge at this time aa to what 
was in the envelope which he had received through the mail, but that he had 
done it only as a personal favor to WHIT'JMiK CHAMBEKS whom he described 
as a man who was prone to be "melodramatic". ikAPP further explained that he 
attached no significance to CHAMBERS 1 request "because of this characteristic. 

LAPP advised at this time that he had no knowledge that WHiriAKEH 
CHAMBERS was a member of the CP, and he did not have knowledge that CHAMBERS 
was engaged In espionage activities for any foreign power. He said that 
the only information he has concerning CHAMBERS* activity in espionage ho 
has obtained from newspaper accounts.

ROBERT MITCHELL, UTCHEIL, ARTHUR, DON and MIKE. * 




WILLIAM ED'fcRD CRANE, 116 Sienna Drive, Long Beach, California, 
has been interviewed on numerous occasions during the months of February 
and March, 1949 by Agents of the Los Angeles Office, during tihich interviews 
he has admitted that from about 1933 until late 1937 he was engaged as an 
espionage agent for the Soviets and that from about 1935 to 1937 he worked 
as a member of such an apparatus in New York City under WHITTAKER CHAMBERS 
and others. 
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to ny Introduction to SHERMAN, and it seems that they nay have been 
traveling togather. I do not know whether CHAMBERS has ever been 
in Russia, but I do remember his telling me he had been engaged in 
Communist underground work in Europe during the German 'putsch period ' 
in the 3arly twenties. 
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"It has bean ray impression that I wis the person 
responsible for ASBaOTT'o participation in the apparatus. It is 
ny filing that I vras tba first one to contact ASHIOW and to 
develop bin. It seems to no t^hat CHAMBERS used to point to ny 
wrk in developing AStt'.Off &nd^Dl£EXIQ (I vrill mention KUBTTIG 
later) as 'the f gather in ry cap.* If ASITCH "as in tlie illegal 
v;ork before I cane into it r it is a surprise to rw as v/ell as a 
relief* 
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"It is ny recollection that there were three Japanese 
newspapers in Los Angeles, namely, 'Rafu Shimpo, f 'Japanese 
California Dally News, ' and a third paper, name unknown* This 
latter paper, which was in very shaky financial condition, split 
up into two groups, the younger of which started a new paper 
which was the one purchased by SHSRMAN and me. I remember that 
we retained the services of a Japanese girl named RUTH for a short 
time, but that we finally fired her because SHERMAN said he did 
not tant any spies in the office* 

"SHERTAN was intensely interested in the Japanese and 
purchased this paper because he felt it would be a 'key 1 to the 
Japanese. In thinking it over, I have a feeling that 8KEIKAK may 
have started this paper on his own and without the approval of 
his superiors in the Sa3t. It seemed like a rather silly effort 
to ma, and TSHTTAKEft CHAMBERS later told me that it was a 'screw- 
tell idea* of SKETCH'S. SHERMAN, incidentally, was mentally 
eccentric, in my opinion, though I had respect for him. 

; -=_ "It was in connection rlth the operation of this paper 
that I first heard about BOB. According to SKERIIAH, BOB was his 
associate in the ijast and more specifically in Mew York City, as 
I understood it. It is ny recollection that SHERTAN was receiving 
letters from BOB at this time, and in one of them 30B had 
criticized the paper, My specific recollection is that BOB wrote 
at lease one letter of criticism tMch was based on the fact that 
the paper had attacked the foreign policy of the United States, 
Japan and China, but let Russia off 'Scot free.' The person whom 
I have referred to as BOB and whom I later met as BOB is identical 
with ^IIITTAKER CHAMBERS, whose photographs I have seen published 
in the press. I also recognise the photographs displayed to me 
and said to be those of ,: ?HITTAKER CHAMBERS. They are all photo- 
graphs of the person I originally knew as BOB. 

wniile I cannot be absolutely certain that CHAMBiiHS 
knew the name of this paper, the 'Pacific Tforld News, « it is my 
belief that he must have known it because he wrote to SK3HKAN 
about it during its existence. 

"This paper, which folded up within a short time, 
possibly three or four months after it was started, and which had 
its name changed a couple of times, is on file at the New York 
Public Library, I also believe that the University of Southern 
California has copies of this paper because it was used at that 
school as a textbook on Oriental relations. I worked very hard . # 
publishing this newspaper but enjoyed it as I liked such work* 
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"I have been asked about the noma 'Pacific Teekly Hens 
Reporter' and I believe this was a transition name 'used when we 
first took the paper over from its Japanese owners. It is my 
recollection that the name being used for the paper at the time 
it was discontinued was 'Pacific "ferld News.' 

"In the spring of 1934, SHERKAN came to me at the offica 
of the paper and told me that someone was after him and that ho 
was going to get out of the state. As a result of this, we imme- 
diately disbanded the paper and SHERltAN made arrangements that I 
should drive his car, the Locomobile, to some place in Utah, either 
Bingham, Odgen, or Salt Lak3 City, where I was to pick him up. I 
believe the designated place in Utah was Salt Lake City, where I 
picked him up. "Ith him were his wife and daughter, who was then 
about two or three years old. Together we drove to New York City. 

"It took us about two or three rooks to make this trip 
inasmuch as we had difficulty with the cor, r e broke an axle on 
SHERTAN's Locomobile and had extreme difficulty in finding another 
one-for that mike of car. As a result, re had the old axle welded. 
Hi arrived in New York City sometime during the longshoremen's 
strike in San Francisco, and I can recall reading about it in the 
New York papers. This I believe was sometime in the middle of 
1934* 

"On arrival in New York City, SHERMAN took me to the 
YMCA, where I stayed during my entire visit in New York on that 
particular occasion, which it sjems to me lasted About a month. 
I believe that this YUCA was located around 30th Street. If I am 
not mistaken, SHERMAN and his family took up residence at some 
hotel. 

"About the first or second day after arrival in New 
York, SHEIBiAN brought an individual to the YUCA and introduced 
hin to mo as 'BOB.' I have recently so an photographs of this per- 
son in the newspapers, which have identified him to ma as r CIT'.tt\lK 
CIIAIZCIIS. I have also been shovm photographs of a person identi- 
fied to mo as VJIIITTAKEK CHAMBERS, and I recognize him as being 
the parson I knew as BOB. 

»I renwmber that when I first met CHAMBERS, he was wear- 
ing a long overcoat and smoking a pipe. It also stands out in 
my mind that ho made various Irish wisecracks on this occasion, 
apparjntly to carry off the part of being Irish. 

"After I mat CHAMBERS, it sejms that I lost track of 
SHERKAN, and that I began having frequent mattings with CHAMBERS. 
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I believe I had about a dozen such meetings with CHAItfOS at about 
that time* I saw CHAMBERS maybe every other day or third or fourth 
day. I have a hazy recollection of being taken by CHAMBERS to a 
lot of foreign restaurants in New York where we dined together. 

"I remember that once I ate at LUCHO^'s Restaurant in 
New Tork with CHAMBERS, cr at least that I discussed the place 
*ith him. CHAIJBERS knew the place well. I can remember his talk- 
ing about the musicians and the type of music at LUCHCF's. From 
this I assume that he must have known the place intimately* 

M I believe that at the time I cane to New York with 
SHERMAN I was raised in salary to (.125 per month. Prior to that 
time, SHERKAK vas paying me about £100 per month, at least during 
the period that I worked in Los Angeles. In the very beginning, 
SHEHIIAN gave me r ; £0 from time to tiwe and I had no definite or 
fixed salary. 

"It is my recollection that I was to go to work for 
CHAH33RS in the illegal apparatus, but I cannot recall any of the 
details about this. I do nut recall how it was arranged. Still, 
it was and is ny impression that at that time I wa3 to take up 
underground work in New York in association with CHAMBERS. 

•* "I remember that I was very pleased to be associated \7ith 
CtVJtffcSRS. Ke had an attractive mind and manner, with a wide know- 
ledge of mary things. He was sell -confident and, generally speaking 
knew his way around, while on the other hand I vas green and inex- 
perienced. I became attached to him and he told me many things of 
interest. He is the one who informed me most on underground 
activity. I remember among other things that I learned from 
CHAMBERS that SHERMAN'S name in the apparatus was MIKE rather than 
DO?!; and while I knew SHERMAN as DON during the pcricd we associated 
together, I nevertheless now think of SHERMAN as MIKE. In other 
words, CHAMBERS and I talked about SHERMAN on so many occasions as 
KIKE that MIKE is the predominant name in ny mind for SHERUAN. In 
this connection, I remember that I also associate the namas of 
JACK and L'lTCHELL with SHERMAN. This is very vague, however, and 
I cannot recall the details. The nams JACX SHaRMAN seams quite 
familiar, and I think I learned of it when I sold SHERMAN'S Loco- 
mobile at a later date." 

CRANE related that he returned to Los Angeles from New York in 
the summer of 1934* 
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^_ "Frora conversations rdth SHiSHLAH and CHAMBERS, I 
gathered that SHE3MAN was going as a newspaper roan and had arranged 
credentials from magazines and newspapers. I believe tiie Hew 
York Fost and the /jaerican Mercury were mentioned as press 
connections used* 
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CRANE related that in about flay, 1935 ho made a trip to New York 
City carryings mousy belt rrhich had been previously delivered to him by 
CHA11BERS in San Francisco and that in New York- the money belt was delivered 
to a Russian Jew who it is believed was MXBUUEBER, and thr,t the money 
was counted out in the presence of this Russian Jew, ''ZHTTMIA CHAMBERS and 
CRANE, CRAIE's statement than continues: 

w At the time the money belt was redelivered in Jfcw 
York City, there was some discussion of a news service at that 
particular meeting* I have been asked rvhather the name of the 
American Features Syndicate was known to me. This name sounds 
familiar and certainly is the type of name that would have been 
used by the apparatus. I believe that PAUL, v/hom I never saw 
again, was supposed to be connected with this news servioe. I 
have been asked whether CHAMBERS used the name CANT^ELL in 
connection with this news service, but I cannot recall anything 
like that, 

"I have been asked whether the name of CHARLES CHASE 
had anything to do with this news syndicate, and it seems to me 
that that might have been a name used by SHERMAN, who did enter 
into this matter in some way, I think CHAMBERS told me that 
SHERMAN had established an agreement with some editors of the 
•American Mercury 1 magazine to buy SHiiHI'AN's articles. I think 
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. that SHERMAN also had made a connection with a Nfew York newspaper, 
probably the poet. This editor could be SPIVAK, but I may be con- 
fused in this regard. Undoubtedly SHERMAN, who glorified newspaper 
men and the newspaper business as being ideal for cover purposes, 
was to be a newspaper nan in Japan. Incidentally, CHAMBERS did 
not agree with SHERMAN concerning the desirability of a newspaper 
• cover.

whether with his consent I turned it over directly to the tfAGRINIs. 
This particular Leica was not used for any illegal photography 
when it was in my possession. 

In the latter part of 1937, according to CRANE, he left the appara- 
tus and returned to the West coast. He said that just prior to the time he 
returned to the West coast CHAMBERS warned him that he should stay atray from 
JOHN LOOMIS SHERMAN inasmuch as SHERMAN was a marked man, CHAMBERS knew 
that SHERMAN was on the "fest coast and CRANE stated that it was probably at 
this time that CHAMBERS mentioned to him that SHERMAN had had some type of 
blow-up or had been recalled or something like that. 

CRANE related that in about 1939 he left San Francisco and came 
to Los Angeles to live. In his statement he continues as follows: 

«ln about April, 1940, while I tois residing at 2417 
Beverly Boulevard, Los Angeles, I again met JOHN LOOiaS SHERKAN. 
I do not recall exactly how I met SHERMAN, but to the best of try 
recollection I met him on the street. I recall that my meeting 
with him on this occasion ras before the arrival of ny mother- 
in-law in this country from Europe. I further recall that the 
meeting tras at about the time tny first child v/as born, in 
December, 1939 # On the occasion of this meeting, SHERMAN was 
vary gloouy and told me in an extremely bitter manner that he had 
given his life to the Russians and that he was then too old to 
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start ever again* On the other hand, ho told me, I ima young 
enough so that I could start and build my life again* I recall 
that SHERMAN rede the statement that the wrong people wore in 
power in Russia and that his life was vzrecked. I do not know 
whether SH.3RM&N had rejoined the Communist Party in Los Angeles, 
but in :qr opinion I doubted whether he could inasmuch as, 
according to CHAMBERS, he had got into trouble and, considering 
the fact that he was not perjuitted to rejoin until he had 
receive-.', clearance from New York. 

'•It is KQr recollection that at the tire of this meet- 
ing rvith SHIiRMAI!, he *as operating a small school located 
somewhere on Grand Avenue and wanted me to invest some money in 
this scnool* I must have seen SHERMAN more than once during 
this period inasmuch as I recall visiting SES^OLN at the school. 
His purpose was U> train skilled office workers* The school 
which SHERMAN *ao operating at that time ws not the same one 
where I had previously met with the Japanese named JOE for 
Ehgliah language instruction. However, I seam to have the 
recollection tha>, SHKKK&N was at one t«iae conneoued with a 
school called the University '.:f the v !evt. and it seems to me 
that this *as in the early 1930 f s, probably in about 1?33, when * 
I was teaching tk« Japanese whom I knew as JOE. / 

- "I have no*, s^en SHfiHiHN since these meetings in / 
1940; horjever, in 19-45 I wont to br. 1AURICE KCIYAF for treat- 
ment for an injured back, and during this visit KCFfAH told me 
that SRSKKAN was either driving a cab or hid driven a cab in 
Los Angele3. 

"In r*y opinion, SHEHltAI! is some<,7hat unbalanced mentally. 
SHERMAN is an unhealthy and perhaps dangerous character with a 
cruel, cunning mind, I believe CKAHHERS **c afr'ald of SKSBTAH 
and iTamed me not to go near him* It i3 also try opinion that 
SHERMAN had an f.ttituda of rancor and is an e;qplosive type of 
person who is badly adjusted and has no roots." 
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In connection with the investigation entitled, "JAHAM, Peiytu^J ^spEbnage- 
R w , agents of the Boston Office interviewed Mrs. EUZAEElH\PaiKINS, South 
Dartmouth, Massachusetts. 3he results of this intervienrr are set forth In 
Boston teletype of July 13th last, entitled, "JAHAH 1 . 

Mrs. KRKINS stated in 1934 she met WHITTAKEE^SlAMBERS at which tine a 
syndicate ires formed by MAX-LIEBBE and she ires invited by LIBBER to Join the 
syndicate. She recalled that in this connection, she met an individual by the 
name of CHASE. She was unable to further identify CHASE but described him as 
about fifty years of age in 1934, having an egg shaped nearly bald heod, and 
a white pink face. 

The~3.ndividual Mrs. PEKKIHS met was undoubtedly JOHN L.&HERMAN who was 
known to have associated with LIEBER and CHAMBERS in the American Features 
Syndicate. 
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part of their doctrine* CHAVDERS was very nice about the whole Affair, 
Ira* P£RXI!7S stated* and subjected that ahe think about it soae aore and 
read »ore literature on the subject. Followir* her refusal, Cli/*tWKRS 
Indicated that it was all rieht and said, *I onljr asked you because 5AZ

,vk strong case can be made for new! 
mithods of obtaining testimony from recai- 
errant witnesses in the so-called spy in- 
vestigation as well as for fairer investigative 
methods. As matters stand, the most im- 
portant witnesses are not required to testify. 
The result is that public attention is di- * 
verted to side issues, siph as whether Alger { 
Hiss or WhittaKeJKC'hamber* is telling the i 
truth. Mr. Hiss was one of seven persons j 
named in the testimony of Mr. Chambers | 
and ElizabeUftfentley who appeared before • 
the Committee on Un-American Activities 
at their own request Whether or not he ' 
was entangled with Communist cliques oper- 
ating in Washington, his case can scarcely 
be regarded as the most important facet of , 
the current investigation. 

Far more significant, in our opinion, is 
the potential testimony of the witnesses who t 
v. ere subpenaed before the committee and 
who refused/to give it any information on 
grounds o/sclf-incrimination. This group 
ipfiJtttAflfsuch important former Government/ 
* employes as Lfce^Pressman, Nathan Witt/ ^ 
John AASt and Nathan Grcgory-Silvermaster. 
j^would be ironical, indeed, if their pleas 
of self-incrimination should continue to 
shield them while the spotlight is turned on 
sideshows involving dramatic clashes of per- 
sonalities. The greatest service to be ren- * 
dered in this field is the exposure of 
'communistic techniques and operations. To 
do this the committee will obviously>**^o 
t get much closer to the center of the Com- 
munist movement than it has done to date. 



, it is encouraging to note that the co 
nu'tce is taking steps in this direction. J. V 
Meters, alleged head of the Communist un 
derground, who has refused to answer queJ 
tions on grounds of self-incrimination » 
apparently to be prosecuted for contempt of 
Congress. The outcome should help to 
clarify the status of witnesses before con- 
sessional investigating committees when 
they seek the protection 01 the Fifth Amend- 
ment Meanwhile, the committee is seeking 
advice as to a new law under which it could 
compel witnesses to testify or suffer the 
consequences - presumably imprisonment 
for contempt. 

Representative Nixon came out the other 
day for a law which would "make it abso- 
lutely clear that what anyone says m con- 
gressional testimony can't be used against 
him in a criminal trial." The problem is 
not to carry such grant of immunity too far. 
If Congress should give every witness com- 
plete protection against prosecution in con- 
nection with anything disclosed at a con- 
gressional investigation, many criminals 
would escape punishment. The conviction 
• * of Secretary Fall for taking a bribe sAd 
more recently of Bennett Meyers for induc- 
ing a witness to lie under oath grew out of 
congressional inquiries. But in the case of 
many witnesses subpenaed before congres- 
sional committees the value of having their 
stories told in pufc.ie far exceeds the public 
interest in their possible prosecution for 
some crime that might be uncovered. The 
ten alleged Communists who are now hiding 
behind the Fifth Amendment may have com- 
mitted no crime. At least in some of their 
cases the Government may be sacrificing 
nothing it ail by 
prosecution for any 
close before the Thomas 
mittees.

it is signrttcant that the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, the Federal Trad s 
ammission, the Securities and Exchangs 
pmmission and various other administri - 
tiye units now have the authority to grant 
witnesses appearing in their inquiries com- 
plete immunity from prosecution for any 
wrongdoing they may confess. But such 
immunity is granted on a highly selective 
basis. If a witness says that he cannot 
answer the question^put to him without in- 
criminating himself, the agency has to de- 
cide whether to grant him immunity and 
compel him to testify or let him stand on 
his right and seek evidence of his possible 
misconduct from other sources. The system 
seems to maintain a nice balance between 
the advantage of compelling testimony and 
the disadvantage of granting general im- 
munity. We think there is good reason for 
Congress to grant its investigating com- 
mittees similar power to decide in each 
instance whether complete immunity is to 
be given in the interests of full disclosure.

Comnunist Party or Toung Communist League organizer ixPSejfC€rfx5> ' Shortly 
after first telling mc of RZNO, IUVID CaRPENTSR introduced mc to RENO at 
a prearranged meeting in 2%il*delphia» 

"l& recollection is that on this occasion, CJRFENTER ' first met 
RENO in Philadelphia and then brought hin tn a restaurant irtierc he 
introduced hin to mc, the best that I can roca 11 this restaurant is 
that it was located aoue*.la«ro >ut North ?iarket Street in the direction 
of the 50th Street Station ?f the Pennsylvania Railroad. I believe that 
this wr.s » German restaurant f ir beer was served there* RENO, however, 
insisted on drinking milk* This restaurant was entered by two or three 
steps leading down fr:ti tho sidewalk, 

"I might mention that the possibility exists that there was a 
previ us meeting botre^n VIKCISIT RW.C rnd I in Baltimcro, Maryland* 
Hew over, ny rec ^ll^ctin at this tine is that wo first met as described 
ab*.ve in ftiiladelphia. It is also possible that J. FDTE3S was with mo 
at the meeting in Philadelphia, but as to this, I cannot n?w definitely 
rem cob or. 

"*>t the Philadelphia mooting, I believe RENO t Id mo that ho 
wr.s working at the Proving (* -unds undor a Cclonel ZOtNlG and he also 
possibly told mc that he was living in the Colonel's house* I think 
that it was at this tine re decided t<; have no future meetings until RENO 
had definitely established hiaasulf at thu Proving (founds. 

"I have been told that RENO recalls one 'BEPJJIE 1 as having 
been at thit Philadelphia meeting* In my opinion he is referring to 
ILVXD CjJtPSKTER nnd tin namo 'SSRNIE 1 means nothing to me. 

"At cno point in >ur relationship, I visitod VINCHtfT RENO'S 
brother, PHIUP, in nTashingt n, D. C, whose address had probably boon 
/ given to mo by J. PETERS yt HtVID CARPENTER. I believe that this visit 

w*s for tho purpose of rc-ost;-blishing contact with VINC2NT RENO after 
the layoff we had planned at the Philadelphia mooting, I believe that 
t-5 effect «his meeting with PHILIP RENO, J, PETERS pr/rtded me with some 
code words t^t identification. To the best of ny rec^Uoction, I wont 
to PHILIP RENO f s apartment, which wns then located in Vtaahingt n, D. G. $ 
on or near New Hampshire Avenue. PKIIIP's wife answered the door and I 
asked for PHILIP, in the fallowing prearranged greeting* f I am lfr* * 
(I aa unable to recall vh3 alias I wed on this occasi n). I w^uld like 
to sell y u s*no insurance. * **'»• RENO than callod PKTLTP to tL* door

furnished me with another f ictiti ma minber. All of this conversation 
tork place at the d^r tc PHILIP RENC's apartment. MlTwing this, ay 
identification having born effected, I entered the apartment and made 
arrangenonta with PHILIP for future meetings between nyself and VINCENT. 

"I believe th*t PHIUP then apparently coaaunicntod with 
VINCENT and I net tho Ir.tter at ecoo later date. I believe further 
that this was tho enly time tint I ever saw PHILIP REJTO cr c mmunicatod 
with him. I have a vaguo recollection that G*RP3TCER may have ccamuni- 
catod with VINCBiT R3I0 thr-ujh PKIIIP, but I believe that I probably 
heard this oither frun J. PST333 ~r some other unrecallod source. 

"I do not recall exactly irtuaro oy next mfteting with VINCENT 
RENO was, but believw tiiat it was probably in Baltimore, Maryland. 
However, he bogen tr transmit small batches of material. I do net think 
that he made more than four ^r five transmissions and those wore photo- 
graphed by FELIX in Baltimore. Tc the best of a^y rocollectirn, I 
believe that RENO brought this material out in small packages and took 
it back in tho same mannor. The actual times r t delivery of this 
material and its subsequent return to RSJC, I cannct n:*w recall, ethar 
than that it took place in Baltimore, Maryland, I do remember that 
VINCENT R2W0 was very narv >us the times that I did moot with him. 
Neith?r can I recall just how I cjntactod RENO f .r these transmissions. 
It is possible thr.t such contacts were made through DaTID CAR?2*TER 
through PHILIP RENOj that is, VINCENT would toll PHILIP when he was 
coming out :f the Proving arounds and a meeting would then be prearranged 
with OiRPENTER cr ryself ♦ If he mot CARPENTER, the latter would have 
delivered RENO' a material to me and I would have turned it ^ver tc FELIX, 
all, of course, being prearranged. 

"I have no clear recollect! en of introducing VINCENT RENO to 
Colonel BORIS BTKOVj nevertheless, I alar have a clear rccollecti-n ef 
BIKOV»s suggesting a plan wheroby RENO cold bring material from the 
PTorving Qrounds during tho Saturday night dances, which were sometime* 
held there. BYXCtf «e plan wis that VINCENT shuld make the acquaintance 
of a girl in Aberdeen and •Tran^a to bring her tc these dances. On the 
night of the dance, bef oyo meeting this girl, he would transmit his 
material at a proarrangod meeting in Aberdeen. The material would than 
be photographed while he was at tho dances. After taking the girl hewe, 
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ho w-uld pick up the material and return it to the Proving Ground*. 
This Plan wTuld have necessitated an apparatus photographer and a 
JSlsCin Aberdeen. It was never carried out b«t it is ^ recol- 
lection that RENO, himself, in s<-me manner, explained the details 
concerning these dances to BTKOV. 

•I never instructad VINCENT RENO as tc what kind of material 
he shtuld got tn the Pr ving Grounds. It was left to his own judg- 
Srtu to 3t»t what he should bring cut. It was mere or 1°« J** a 
question of what was available. I have no independent recollection 
of any other material which was received fr*n RENO. 

«I probably saw VKCST RENO last in the Spring of 1958. I 
never saw him aft w I broke. I hav 3 seen a ^°^ * *J5™ 
VICTOR R2J0 rxd havo identified it as bain;; that «>f the individual 
Yoforrad to ab*>ve whu I knew as VIKC3NT RENO."

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HI. ADMISSIONS AND STATEMENTS OF 
HUNKLIN VICTOR RENO 



On December 10, 1948, Subject was interviewed by Special Agent 
JOSEPH S. JOHNSON and the writer, at which timo he deniod all connection* 
with CHAMBERS' espionage activities. He did admit joining the Communist 
Party at the University >f Virginia in 1935, that he engaged in Communist 
Party activities in luashingtjn, D, C. and in Iferyland, and he used the 
alias L«NCE CLARK. 

Following the interview, Subject was served with a subpoena 
to appear before the N~w York Grand Jury at New I irk City on December 15, 
1948. 

On December 11, 1948, Subject voluntarily appeared at the TBI 
Office and was intorviowod by Special Agent JOSEPH C. LEiiRNED and the 
writer, during which interview be admitted substantial participation in 
Russian ospionage with one known to him as '•CARL.' 1 The details of this 
interview will not be set forth es on Decomber 13, 1948, Subject fur- 
nished the following signed statement to Spucial agents FRANCIS D. O'BRIEN 
and F. X. O'KEEFE of the New Y^rk Offices 

"New Tcrk, New York 
December 15, 1948 

■I, Franklin Victor Reno make the following statement to 
Robert F. Z. O'Keefs and Francis D. O'Brien whom I know to be special 
agents of the Federal Bureau of Investigation. I understand that any 
statement that I cake may be us ed against me in a court of law. No 
threats or promises have been made to as in connection with this state- 
ment. I have been edviaod that I havo a ri<$t to ciunaol. 

"I was born en Ifry 14, 1911 in Salt Lako City, Utah. I 
graduated fr-a the University of Colorado in 1952 with a degroo of 
*• B., magna cum laude. In 1935 I received a Master f Arts Degree in 
^istr-nagr trm the University d Virginia. l.hile at the University of 
Virginia I did a considerable amount of reading in Socialism and Com- 
munism and because of my thinking at this time I becamo a member of 
the Cmmunist Party under tho name of Lance Clark. I signed ansppli- 
eatii n under tho name of Lance wlark and may *r may n't havo received 
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a card in the Conmronist Party. I also nay have uaed ether names in the 
Coamunist Party, the other names I dh not recall* 

"In the early summer 1 19S5 I went to l.'aahingt t*, D. C. and 
contacted Ray Warner, who a<* that time was the Party organiser f cr the 
Connunist Party in Washington, D. C. I also bocamo acquainted with 
Sidnqy Shostock, Qrganizati nal Secretary* RLther T&rncr or Sh>stock 
approached me to encase In anti-military w*rk, which wrrk constituted 
discussing with the mecbars the inequality to rhich they ware subjected, 
and it was intended by so doing t* recruit peqplo in the armod forcos 
t > became nombors of the C^amunist Party* In the course of ny roading 
•*f N. V. Lonin he made three requisites to a revolution necessary, and 
cm^ng the throe was that a part >f the armed forcos must bocamo part of 
the revolutionary forces in order t - havo tho revolution successful* I 
carried m this wcrk in -*aahinjt xi 9 D. C* until sometime in early 1957. 
TOiile engaged in this w>rk I h*d frequent contacts with Sidnqy Sh^stock 
and discussed the work with him. Zmrin^ this time that I w*s enlaced 
in this work I wps empl<:yod by the Ti'orka Pro^ross administration d^ing 
statistical and research work* 

"During the course *t this employment I took a number of 
Civil Service examinations and -no *t these eExaninaticns was productive 
in that I was to roceive an appointment at the Aberdeen ftroving (bounds 
ot the United States Jkray as a Junior Mathematician. 

"During the course of ny wrk in the &nti -military Organization 
I met an individual on the Baltimore waterfront named Paddy laialon, who 
introduced mc t* an individual whom I only know as Bernie. 1& recollec- 
tion on the foregoing is hazy duo to the passage of time. Prior to qy 
acceptance of cDpl;ymont at Aberdeen, I mot Bernie in Baltimore, Maryland, 
as far as I can recall, possibly in Yfr.ahingtun, D. C, and we discussed 
my future employment and I *sked Bernie ^f what assistance I could be to 
the Party in the position that I W:S ab rut to take and Bernie told oe he 
Wvuld look around. Subsequently I pr. ceeded to Philadelphia with Bernie 
where I met an individual whvsu ph*t ^raph hr.s baon exhibited to mc by 
tho agents and wh.:m I now identify as tho parson that Bernie introduced 
me to and who© I know as Carl, and whom I knew n*w to be Shittakor 
Chamber*, ^crnic and xayself proceeded to a restaurant in Philadelphia 
and there met Carl. Bernie presently left and Carl and I t <4c a walk and 
dropped int^ an vther restaurant and held a discussion relative to the 
positi »n I was £ ing to take and tho information that I could furnish to 
Carl. Carl asked mc if I •knew whr.t this was. 1 I replied that I thought 
it was espionage* Carl responded thct ^ntolligenco would be a nicer 
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word.* I had knowledge that this work that Z was jngagod in or was 
•b;ut t* be engaged in m?M fry* Auesian Soviet espionage. No aiprecmeni 
wrs made thet I was to be paid tcx any work that I might carry en tcr 
Carl. Once >r twice vv throe times I may have received a sum of £0.00 
or *20.00 to c ver ay expenses. 

*At thif time Carl told mc that at cur next mooting we w?uld 
discuss tho material th*t he doalrod from mc and what I w-uld be able 
to furnish V. him in the course Jf my duties at the Aberdeen Proving 
Grounds. 

"Sometime in July 1937, after I had boon working at tho 
Aberdeen Proving Grounds fur approximately enc month, I met Carl in 
WashLn^tcn, D. C. by pro-?.rron : *;omcnt and we discussed tho administration 
and thG entire sot-up >t the *bardeoi Pr ving Or unda organizational 
stpff . I also furnishod hin with a chart drawn up by myself at the 
jkberdeon Proving Or.unds. On anther ccasi'n I mot Carl by pro- 
arrangement, at i*iich time I furnishod him with a textbook cf the 
ordnance school in -Ibardoun, dealing with ballistics. I furnishod this 
book to Carl I bolieve on a Saturday ni^ht and he returned it to mc on 
a Sunday morning. I knew that whilo he had it in his possession, he was 
to photograph or reproduce it in some form. 

"to another occasion *>f a meeting which took place in 
Washington, D. C. , I furnishod him with two firing tables which ware 
composed of mathematical data concerning the 16 inch gun end a SO or 
50 calibre machine gun. I obtained theso from Aberdeen Proving Qr.unds 
and the character was 'restricted* • They were, to ay knowlodgo, 
property of the United States Government. A» far as I can recall, I did 
not furnish any other dr^uments or information to Carl* 

•I had on one oocasion furnished Carl with information con- 
cerning a tho^ry thet I had >f njr f ^im knowledge pertaining to what might 
tera a brob-sight. The diagram reprosoitod ngr oim conclusions cf tho 
operation and did not rapresont any actual b.nsb-slght. 

"Although I was aware that Carl c >nt capiat od phcto^aphing 
or reproducing the documentary data which I furnished to him, ho never 
revealed to me, n»r did I havo knowledge zt tho identity cf tho person 
whe did this phctejraphing .-r reproducing wcark. It wculd appear, hew- 
ever, that this person was located in Laehingt^n, D. C, bocauso of tho 
fact that the documents w.nadd be returned by Carl to mc cither tho 
night of . ur mooting <r the morning auccooding. 
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•I believe Z mot Carl on acre than throe occasions and 
possibly seven, but the exact number I d*> not know. The period of 
our relation extended from our meeting in Philadelphia in Juno, 1057 
up until the fall of 1937 or the spring of 1938* During the timo 
that I nas furnishing information to Car 1, I Has not fully convinced 
that I should engage in this w. rk and for that reason I did not openly 
cooperate to tho full extent of ny ability and I did hold back on s*-me 
occasions information which I thought that he dosired. On another 
occasion I passed up the opportunity to furnish him with information 
of an intelligence nature 

**s far as I can recall I mot Carl in various places in the 
City of Washington which wcro largely by pro^arrangement. I recall 
mpcting Carl on £ast Capitol Street ab:ut tiro .r three blocks east of 
the Capitol* 

*0n another occasion I met Carl in the City of T/ashingtcn 
when he was driving a dark blue sodan, possibly a Fcrd or Chevrolet* 
I do not Becall, however, the year or the mako thereof* 

•On one of tho meetings which I had with Carl he t^ld me 
that he ndLjht possibly go abroad* I never knew whether he actually 
did go abroad but I can say that I have not seen Carl sinco ny last 
meeting took place with him i* .the late fall of 1957 or early 1938* 

"I also wish to state that I have no knowledge of any 
individual, other than those I have mentioned above in this statement, 
who mi^it have been engaged in Soviet espionage work* 

*I severed toy rolati jxs with the Communist Party in early 
1958 and since that timo I havo nrt engaced in C<*amunist Party work or 
attended any meetings of the Cmmunist Parly. I also wish to state 
that I have never been an arganizor in tho State of Montana for the 
Communist Party* 

•I havo read this statoocnt consisting of three pages and 
hare initialed each page, and it is truo to the best of cy knowledge*

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Following the completion of the signed statement, REJfC, up^n 
questionins by the Specie 1 Agents, stated that ho had furnished OU&BERS 
with his brother PHILIP RSNC'a telephone number in Washington, D. C, 
axKi that the purpose of this furnishing of his tolephono number was 
thr.t in the event CHJ23Z8S could net get in touch with him, he would bo 
ablo to reach him, R5W0, throuch his brother PHILIP, Subjoct als^ 
stated that on cno occasi ^n, ho th u^ht that OLJfBSRS had c ntactod his 
brother PHILIP in crder to reach him and that PHILIP may have driven 
GHLJC5RS t^ meet him, but he denied that PHILIP had any knowledge of his 
activities nr the purpose for which he was tc meet CHUTJBSIS* 

RSNO *lao emphatically stated that the "Nordcn Bomb Sight" was 
not perfected until 1942 and that ho had never furnished any person any 
information concerning the •N^rdon Bcmb Sight*" 

Following the completion of the signed stataaent by RENO, ho 
furnished Agents 0*KEEFE and O'BRIEN a written consent to search his 
personal effects which were locatod in Aberdeen, Maryland. 

On December 11, 1948, PRiNKHN RENO advised Special Ag«t JOSEPH 
C. LEARNED »Jid the writer in connocticn with how he met "CARL" that one 
«B£RNIE B met him -ii the train after bearding it and after it had left tho 
station at Beltiarae and that nBSlKXE" came up to him *nd introduced a 
man whose name RENO d^es not recall, if a name were given at all. He 
described this man as ab~>ut six feet one inch in height; about ttfentysix 
years of agfoj wore a mustache; had dusty or yellowish-colored hair; and 
spoke with a definite f ;rcign accent. He believes the accent w^uld 
indicate Balkan cr Slavic nationality* This man wore a brown tweed suit 
and did not have much to say. 

This point is mentioned because in all subsequent interviews 
with KZNOj he has denied there wss anyone else involved in the moctiiig 
• ot »CLiU.* accept "BERKS. » 
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In this same interview at Denver, Colorado, on December U, 1948, 
RENO stated he did not know how much of his activity in the Communist 
Party and with "CARL* back in 1955, 1956, and 1957 is known to his brother 
PHILIP REJO. He feels that his brother d*es net know that he was actually 
performing intelligence or espionage work fcr the Soviet Union, 

On January 10, 1949, Subject gave the following signed state* 
ment to Special Agents J. PHILLIP CURIDQE and PAUL L. DCRRIS of the El 
Paso Office at Albuquerque, New Mexico*

January 10, 1949 n 

"I, JRANICIIN VICTOR IGNO, make the following voluntary 
statement to J. PHIUIP CLASIDGS and PAUL L. DORRIS, who have 
• identified themselves to mo as being special agents of the 
Fuderal Bureau of Investigation. I understand that any state- 
ments that I make may be used against mo in a court of law* 
No threats or promises have been made V me in connection with 
this statement. I have been advisod that I have a right to 
counsel* 

"CXi Dec amber 15, 1948 at Not York City I furnishod a 
signed statement to special agents cf the Pbderal Bureau of 
Investigation. In connection with that statement I can only 
state that I remember having heard the name of ELEANCR NELSON 
connected with Govarnmait Unions. I did not know, and still 
do not knew whether she had an apparatus for collection esp- 
ionage material fcr the comunist party or anyone else. I do 
not kn_w of any person connected with her that might have 
boen collecting espionage for her or anyone else* 

"Regarding VJLLIAM ViARD PIOMAN and GEORGE PIGMAN, I 
desire to state that I have novor known either ot those 
individuals <*nd consequently I dc not know of any espionage 
activities committed by either of them* 

"Regarding persons who vcre acquainted with or aware of 
my espionage tctivities, to my knowledge only wEITTAKER 
CHAMBERS, who was known to at as 'CARL 1 , and the person known 
to me as 'BEaNIS 1 wer^ the >nly pors^ns who knew just what I 
was doing. 
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"Regarding my trip to Philadelphia in June 1937, I received 
notice of my appointment to a position at Aberdeen Proving 
Grounds. After receiving this and a few daya before I had to 
report for duty, I met BERNIE and told him ct my appointment* 
It was at thia time that we arranged the trip to Philadelphia* 
I was to bvy a ticket fJroo Washington, I believe, to New Tork 
City or Philadelphia although I was to get ctt at Philadelphia. 
I w*s to get the ticket two or three days ahead of the day I was 
to. leave, I was to go to the station and walk abound the block 
twice to ti^e nqreelf ao that I would 30 thr* ugh the station and 
be ready to get on the train just a ndnute beforo it pulled out. 
When I got 4jq Philadelphia I was to several blocks toward the 
residential area, and walk around three or four blocks and always 
bo on the alert to see if I was being followed, and then to take 
a cab or bus back into torn and go to a certain theatre, the name 
or location of which I cannot recall* I was then to go in the i 

theatre and sit within three ».r four rows from the rear and 
3E3NIE would find ao* It so happened that BERNI2 caught up with 
me just as I was buying a ticket at the ticket window, lie stayed 
in the shew about two hours and I get very nerve us, and B2UJIE 
kept telling me to calm drwn. ^hon W6 left the theatre, we went 
to a restaurant, the. name and location of which I do not recall. 
As we walkod in, a man at a table stood up and I was then intro- 
duced to him. This was ngr meeting with CARL. Ve had dinner, and 
BERNIE left. CARL and I talked some here and eventually went to 
two or three other places trying to find a suitablo place to t&lk* 

"It is my desire to make a statement regarding the allegation 
that I drew or sketched out some plans for TiHITTAKER CHAMBERS con- 
cerning a bomb-sight* At the time I began to wrrk for the Aberdeen 
Proving Grounds 1 had no access to secret information. I may or 
may no* have drawn tzr CHAMBERS this sketch of a bombsight. I am 
not sure about this. However I think it was based upon information 
I hie received out of THCfcUS J. HAYS text book entitled 'Elements 
of Ordnance '♦ This information I am alleged to have given had to 
be £lv«n in 1937 or 1958 at which time I did not have access to 
secret information regarding the Norden bmb si^it. Aa a matter 
of fact, I did not see the Norden bomb sight until 1942. 

"I also desire to state that since 1958 none of ray friends, 
associates or acquaintances concerned with ray wr rk have had any 
Information whatsoever concerning m? associations cr work with 
;«ITTAKER CHAMBERS or the Communist Party.

In rogard to tha aisled etatonent R HO {?avc to tho Agcnta at 
Albuquerque, New Mexico, he roquestcd to make a atatement regarding the 
nswepaper article he had aeon doalin^ i&th \<HITTAKER GKAMHEPJS aocuring 
the facta of the Warden benb-aight. He atatjd that in thia connection, 
he ia net positive that ho over drew a akctch of the elided bomb-aight 
for CHAMBERS; however, he etated ho did not caro to deny that ho drow 
auch a aketch or affirm it, but related that if auch a aketch wore 
given to CHAH3EBS, it had to be in 1937 or 1938 and at that tine tho 
only information he had relative to any bombaight has information be had 
obtained out of 1H0MAS J. ILJS' text book entitled "Elonenta of Ordnance*" 

FRANKLIN RENO alao told the £1 Paeo Agenta that upon 
reflection, he recalla that the trip to Philadelphia to meet "CARL* naa 
made alone; that "BERNIE" did nut accompany him on th: train but that 
he met "BSfiNIE" at a pro-arranged, unidentified theatre; and thereafter 
met "CARL," He reiterated that ho loft Philadelphia the aame night 
after meeting "CARL" and return-id to either Baltimore or Vaahirieton. 

Mien intorvioaed by F3I Afcenta J* PHILLIP CLARIDQS and FREDERICK

also in various optical equipment work; however, CHAMBERS indicatod 
that he should continue to w-rk in ballistics. ' Ch still another 
occasion, RENO- was offered a position at the Naval Observatory and 
discussed this with CHAMBERS, whs told hin to stay at Aberdeen. On 
still another occasion, RHO recalled advising CHAMBERS of the use 
of International business machine computation machines in varijus 
ballistics experiments.

CARPENTER 
told CHAMBERS that the abnre i»crc his contacts, but later CHAtlBSRS got 
the impression that ELEANOR NELSON wp.s the actual leader and organiser 
of the underground group. 

CHjwXBERS recalls that he met ELS-NOR NSLSCN at an apart- 
ment located on H Street in Washington, D. C, when he went to see 
CARPENTER. CARPENTER explained at that timo that he was living with 
ELEANOR NELSON and that it micht be embarrassing because sie was divorcing 
^EAUl JPCRTER* 

On December 8, 1948, DAVID CARPENTER, with aliases, was 
interviewed by Special Agents JAUES P. HAREM and P. I. O'KEEFE of the 
New lork Office at 209 South Broadway. At this time CARPEvTER stated 
that he was born June 21, 1906, at Baltimore, Maryland; that his true 
name is DAVID ZIMMERMAN; and that he had used the name CARPENTER for many 
years. At the time of the interview, he was employed as a proof reader 
for the "Daily Worker." 

CARPENTER stated that he resided from 1936 to 1958, 
inclusive, at 100 Jackeon Place, Baltimore, with his mother, RACHEL 
ZDMERMAN, but that he was frequently in and cut of Washington, D. C. 

CARPENTER was vasue in his answers to questions pertinent 
to individuals connected with espionage, and finally declined to answer 
any questions and indicated a desire to have an attorney. Ho had net 
given any information concerning his relationship or acquaintanceship 
with Subject RENO. 

RENO advised Special Agents JOSEPH C. LEARNED and EDY3N 0. 
JOHNSON on Decombo? 11, 1948, that he met "BERNIE" through PADDY UffiLAN 
in Baltimore, Maryland. He described "BSRfHE" as fivo feet elevon inchos 
tall, thirty -fivo years of ago in 1937, brown hair, wore his hair * cn fi 
and sometimes wore a mustache. Ho was usually woll-drcssed. It is noted 
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in • subsequent interview by XI Paso Agents, RENO described »BERNIB" 
as five feet tan inches tallj slender build; dark; of fiuropoan descant; 
and under fifty-five years of age. He at <•«« time rafuaod to answer 
quostiona as to whether he had 8aon l BSRNrB' subsequent to the discontin- 
uance of his ospionage activities with CHAMBERS* however, he later 
stated that to his knowledge, ho had not scon •BERNIE" after the 
ceasation of aapionage activities. 

On February K, 1949, R3J0 adviacd El Pasc Agents that to 
the b«st of his knowledge, the ?hotoi?aph of D.VTD CaRFSNTiR appeared 
to bo the boat likeness of "BEANIE. " Be was quoetionod at length rela- 
tive to who RENO thought «BiaNIS fl waa during the intervening yoars, and 
he atatod he had no idea who «3JUiI3" waa and the firat tine ho really 
thought "BJ^NJE" night bo DAVID CiutfENTErt waa in the past month or two 
when ho saw a picture ?f CARPEKTii in reading a newspaper or nagaaino. 
It waa alwaya RENO' a improasion that "BE3NIS" waa fnm Baltimore, washing- 
ton, or Philadelphia* 

It will be noted that TfHITTAKER CHAMBERS haa atatad that it 
could only have been DAVID C3RPEHTER who introduced FRANIOIN VICTCR 
R2W0 to him. 
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HUNKUH VICTOR R3I0 waa interviewed by Special Agonta JOSEPH 
C. IEABNED and EB.1N 0. JOHNSON at his brother PHILIP RENO'a farm near 
Golden, Colorado, on May IB, 19*9, at *Ach tiae he advieed that to ted 
bocn acquainted with cne •JESSE" in Baltimore, Maryland, in about 1956 
or 1957 boforo the tine that ho firat act CH4MBS3S. Ho identified a 
photosraph of JESSE SaM3SL ZBUERMAN aa the JESSE ho knew, but ha claiae 
he cannot rcaofcev hia eurnaaa or the eurnaaa he uaed.

PHILIP RENO, at the various times ho has been interviewed by 
Bureau Agents, has doniod any activity in the espionage apparatus or any 
knowledge of its existence, Hi- stated that to his knowledge, TiHITTAKER 
CH^VBERS nevor contacted him, cocplc-ining that whilo living in Washington, 
D. C. in 1937 and 1938, people would call him with reference to his 
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brother HLJJKLIN VICTOR RENO, but he does not recall their Idontitios. 
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Doctor ALiN Q.JLBRAITK of tho Aberdeen Proving Ground, 
on March 15, 1949, furnished Special agents of the FBI whilo at hia 
office in tho Supersonic Wind Tunnol Building, a letter written to him 
by JTUNXLIN RENO.

In the course of the investigation of the JAHA" case an effort was 
made on "arch 24, 1949, to interview PRANCIS r'ACK-^RANKLIN, a former Communist 
Party member and instructor in the > H^ffer3on School in Hew York City. FRANKLIN 
was reportedly expelled from the party in 1948 and now resides at 67 Jane 
Street, New York City. On "arch 24, 1949, FRANKLIN refused to be interviewed 
by agents of this office and also declined to state the reason for thi3 refusal. 

The referenced report requested this office to ascertain the identity 
of a representative of the Carl L. Norden Co. who conferred with officials of 
the Ballistic Research Laboratories at Aberdeen, Maryland, late in 1937 or pos- 
sibly early in 1938, wi th a view to ascertaining the' extent of RENO'S knowledge 
concerning t^e Norden Bombsight at the time he admitted furnishing information 
to WFITTAKTR «il"BERS and when he actually got full knowledge concerning the 
bomb3ight. This investigation, conducted in the JAHA" case, is set forth on 
pages 81 to 88, inclusive, of the report of SA Joseph ". Kelly in that case, 
dated 2-8-49 at New York City. A copy of this report, not previously furnished 
the Denver Division, is being enclosed herewith. 

The referenced Denver report requests the Philadelphia Division to 
locate for interview ROBERT E.yRAY. The report of SA Joseph E. Flaherty dated 
1-30-50 at Philadelphia in the JAKM' case reflects that pertinent information 
concerning RAY has been reported to the Denver Division.

By letter dated 2/15/50, the Now York Office advised that of forte 
by Agents of thnt office to interview FRANCIS MACK FRANKLIN, a former 
Communist Farty mciaber and instructor in the Jefferson School in New York 
City, was not productive, as he refused to be interviowod on 3/24/49 in 
connection with tho WKITTAK2R CHAMBERS case. It will be recalled that the 
subject stated that FRANKLIN had been hie friend, and that he visited him 
in New York City. 
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"Informant stated that Dr. Zdenek Kopal, Associate Professor of 
Slectrical Engineering at Massachusetts Institute of Technology, 
received a letter from OSWALD V2BL3J7 of the Institute for Advanced 
Studies, School of Mathematics, Princeton, Now Jersey. This letter 
indicated that FRANKLIN 3£!T0 had requested him to write KCPAL a 
letter in suppcrt of hie application for a job in connection with 
computational work which he understands KOPAL has underway. The 
letter, after recommending Subject, points out that S3K0 received 
publicity during the ALGSH KISS Trial, as one of the men who had 
been accused by tfKITTAKSR CHAM33RS of giving away secret information 
about the JTcrden Bomb Sight. 

"This charge, the lotter goes on to state, can be proved false 
and since the circus tances, as already displayed in the Congression- 
al record, are discreditable to CKA!-!B2RS f the Congressional supporters 
of the latter are not likely to bring up the charge publicly again.

The subject stated that he never knowingly recruited 
en FBI Agent into the Communist Party, but felt after reading 
abjut the trial of the eleven top Communists that the FBI 
probably had Agents In the Communist tarty. RENO stated that 
if he ever told anyone he had recruited an FBI «gent, he 
thought it possible that the person he referred to was the 
CHARLES NICODEHUS mentioned previously. 

The subject stated in regards to his brother, PHILIP 
RENO, that in 1936 and 1937 when the subject resided at 
Washington, D. C. , he never told PHILIF that he was a member 
of the Communist Party, r^nd he is quite sure thrt PHILIP was 
riot p member of the Communist Party at that tine, but rather 
favored a socialist form of government such as the Labor Govern- 
ment in England. The subject stated that he possibly told 
WHITTAKER CHAMBERS the address of his brother PHILIP so that 
CHAMBERS could get in touch with the subject more easily, but 
he recalls that he warned CHAMBERS not to take PHILIP RENO 
into his confidence inasmuch as PHILIP was not a. member of 
the Communist Party.

BROGELLI stated that to the best of his recol- 
lection, he first met GEORGE when he traveled to the East Coast 
In the early 1930' s. At that time GEORGE was connected with 
JOHN LOOMIS SHERMAN and GEORGE was later replaced by WHITTAKER 
kCHAMBERS^. BROGELLI was not able to describe the individual he 
•eferred to as GEORGE and stated he had no way of knowing if 
GEORGE was his true name or an alias. He added that all of the 
people he met in connection with or associated with SHERMAN 
not only constantly used aliases but often changed their aliases.

JAY DAVID WHITTAKE\CH'UIBERS is an American citizen by birth, 
being born in Philadelphia, Pennsylvania in 1901. CHAMBERS associated 
himself with the Cosununist Party in 1924. In 1925, he contributed stories 
to the "Daily Worker* and shortly thereafter became a full time employee 
of that paper, later becoming editor. In 1929, CHAMBERS was eased out of 
editorship of the "Daily Worker* because of his opposition to STALINist 
tactics within the Party© CHAMPERS still considered himself a Communist 
after this time but the other members of the Party would have nothing to 
do with hiffio Yrcm 1929 to 1932, CHAMBERS 1 chief employment was trans- 
lating to English from the Gorman and French languages. In 1930 or 1931, 
CHAMBERS wrote stories which were published in "New Masseso* CHAMBERS 
made peace with the Communist Party in 1932 and became editor of ^lew 
Masses,* a position he held for some months , 

At tho request of Communist Party leader, MAX*JjEDACHT, CHAMBERS 
agreed to go- into the Communist Party underground work, a^ which time he 
severed all connections with the open Communist Party, Late in 1934, 
CHAMBERS moved to Baltimore, Maryland and his activities in the Communist 
Party commenced to center around Washington, D« C. CHAMBERS acted as a 
courier in the Comctanist underground, where he made contacts with a Com* 
muniet Party underground group which consisted of various Government 
employees o The main purpose of this underground Communist group at that 
time was to place Communist Party members in key Governmental positions 
Incidental to this underground group's activities, CHAMBERS was furnidied 
with classified information from Government records which CHAMBERS, in turn, 
furni3hed his Russian contact CHAMFERS broke from the Communist Party 
in 1938o In 1939, he received employment with nime 1 magazine as a book 
reviewer CHAMBERS continued his employment with "Time* magazine until 
hie resignation in December, 1948, at which time he was one of the senior 
editors of the magazine. 

In September, 1939, HHITTAKER CHAMBERS furnished information 
to A. A # BERUS, formerly Secretary of State, concerning a Communist 
Party underground group of Government employees. From A. A* BERL^s 
original notes, under the heading of "Treasury, ■ appears the following x 

•SCHLOKER ADLER (SOL ADLER?), Counsel 'a Office, s«nds weekly 
reports to Communist Party (General Counsel* 3 Office). 

On May 10, 19/*5, TOIITTAXER CHAMBERS wa3 interviewed by Special 
AgentsHARLAND P. OAMfSR and EEWARD F. HUMMER of the New York Office, In 
the course of this interview, CHAMBERS was questioned as to his knowledge 
of the activities of various individuals ffhose identities and activities 
were not readily traceable to underground organizations as such, CHAMBERS 
furnished the names of some sixteen persons, Included among which was 
SCHLOMER ADLER (SOL ADLER). It will be recalled that CHAMBERS mentioned 
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this name to A. A. PERLE in hi5 conversation in 1939» CHAMBERS explained 
that ADl£R ie definitely a Communist and was employed at that time, that 
is 1937, in the Treasury Department CHAMBERS knows ADLER to have been in close 
contact with CH Ay HERS* Russian contact, VETER, and to have made reports 
of a financial nature to PETER. CHAMBERS suspected that the Communist 
Party was playing the stock market and utilized ADLER»s financial informa- 
tion in this connection CHAMPERS identified PETER as a Soviet agent and 
acting head of a Soviet espionage underground movement* 

-CHAMBERS, on April 6, 1949, reviewed the notes of A. A, BERLE, 
previously mentioned, and his comment concerning SCHLCMER ADLER was that 
ADLER was always referred to as SCHLDMER and that he did not know his real 
name was SOUWON until sometime after he, CHAMEERS, had broken from the 
Party • Also, in the early part of 1939, GHAMffiRS advised that it was his 
impression from conversations with HAROLD A'AHE and CHAMBERS* Russian con- 
tact thaVHARKT DEXTER KHITE had knowingly given positions in the Treasury 
Department to Cusmunioto. In this connection, SOLOMON ADLER and HAROLD 
OLASSER were specifically referred to. 

HAROLP rfAHE was the dor> of ELIA REE/ES BLOOR, Communist party 
leader, and it *as HAROLDVARE, according to CHAMBERS, who developed the 
underground Communist Part^work in Washington, D. C. HARRI DEX1ER WHITE 
and HARCLD GIASSBR rmre described fcy both Miss EEHT1£Y and WHJTTAKER CHAMFERS 
as members of the Communist Party underground in Washington, D» C.

Activities in August and September, 1948, VICTOR PER10, ABRAHAM GEORGE 
SILVF.WAN, V/ILLIAM LUDtflQ ULLMAN, NATHAN GREGOHX SILVERMASTER, JOHN ABT, 
NATHAN WITT and CHARIES KRAMER all appeared in response to subpoenas and 
-ireTe-questioned concerning the allegations of ELIZABETH TERRILL BSNTLET. 
All of the above-nanad individuals refused to affirm or deny membership 
in the Comnunist party on the grounds of self-incrimination. These same 
witnesses, on the same grounds, refused to affirm or deny contacts with 
one or more of the forty individuals allegedly involved in Soviet espionage 
and refused to deny or affirm knowledge of or acquaintanceship with ELIZA- 
BETH TERRILL EENTLEY or AHITTAKER CHAMBERS. These same witnesses also 
refused to affirm or deny the charges made against them by ELIZABETH 
TERRILL BENTLBY and MUTTAKER CHAMBERS. 
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HHITTAKER CHAMHSRS has advised that BOB OOE was a member of one 
of the Communist cells in Washington, D* 3. BOB OOE was introduced to 
CHAMBERS by HAROLD WARS. BOB OOE, according to CHAMBERS, had an older 
brother, FRANK OOE, who was teaching at McGill University in Canada.
